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The Big Bopper is the pseudonym of 
J.P. Richardson, an East Texas lad who, 
liek most of us, had a dream of happi- 
ness, success and security. This is his 
story. 


J.P. Richardson was’ born in Sabine 
Pass, Texas on October 24th in 1932. 
He attended public schools in Beau- 
mont, Texas, like most youngsters, and 
then upon graduating from high school 
he attended college, and worked part- 
time as a radio disc jockey. 


This was the first part of his dream 
eoming true. Having been interested in 
music since a boy the opportunity to 
work at a radio station and attend 
vollege was the realization of his 
fantasy for happiness and success in 
the field of music. 


J.P. Richardson was well known in 
the East Texas area as an entertainer 
because of his many appearances as a 
young man with the local Minstrel 
shows staged periodically, and was so 
widely accepted as a disc jockey that 
according to all surveys he was the 
number one Dee-Jay in the area. Dur- 
ing this time he assumed the name Big 
Bopper and on this show played guitar 
and sang, with most of the listeners 
not knowing his identity, but it was the 
most popular show on radio station 
KTRM, in Beaumont, Texas. 


The Big Bopper continued to succeed 
in radio and was named program di- 
rector of the station, but he wanted to 


get closer to the top than that; so as a 
writer of songs he started placing his 
material with other artists, and soon 
was playing his own songs, sung by 
someone else, on his radio show. It was 
at this time he was offered a recording 
contract of his own, and he recorded 
and released four of his own compo- 
sitions, as Jape Richardson on Mercury 
Records. 


J.P.'s endeavors to succeed in the en- 
tertainment field was interrupted for 
two years while he spent this time in 
the Army as a Radar Instructor. On 
his release from service he re-entered 
radio and hit the top popularity list 
again by breaking the continuous broad- 
casting record, at the time, and re- 
joining radio station KTRM as a pro- 
gram director. 


In June, 1958, J.P. wrote a song 
titled; *Purple People Eater Meets The 
Witch Doctor," which was recorded by 
various artists; it was his desire to re- 
cord it under the name of The Big 
Bopper. Arrangements were made for 
a recording session and for the other 
side of the release he submitted anoth- 
er of his own tunes, *Chantilly Lace." 
The rest is musical history; The Big 
Bopper has become a house-hold word 
and “Chantilly Lace" is one of the 
nation's top songs.

And my heart is bursting with joy 
and pride, because if ever a youngster 
deserved the breaks, it’s Johnny Tillot- 
son. 

Because, Johnny 
Tillotson, has kept his tears quiet 
through much grief; his smile bright in 
gratitude for his family and his many 
devoted friends, and has worked long 
and arduosly, because he was possessed 
with a dream he believed he could make 
come true.

But I never 
once admonished him for this type of 
rehearsal, because Johnny was fine, and 
sincere, and hard working.
